Dear Mr* Guiles; 

Spurred by the recent founding of the Moscow friendship University, 
private interests in the Federal Republic plan the foundation of an 
international institute of nigher learning under the name ‘'International 
University of Hunan Rights." 

The interests in question feel that while the acadcoic institutions 
of the Don-Coewunist World arc asking a substantial contribution to tne 
East-West spiritual struggle, that contribution does not moosuro up to 
the danger of ideological infiltration. This danger ® ay be expected to 
increase ao the result of the Cosesunist Declaration sad Appeal to tho 
Nations of the World published following the December 1$60 Moscow world 
Conference of Ooenuaist Parties* Since the spiritual attack of World 
CosKuaifts is essentially directed at the posture and lHOge of the non- 
Coenanlst World, the sense of values, especially of the world’s youth, 
is ever sore seriously threatened. The sponsors of the proposed uni- 
versity are persuaded that only a united effort on the part of the 
leading non- Canonist nations can arrest this development, and that 
only an acted solo institution of international scope la capable of 
successful counteraction. Particular attention aost be given to the 
youth of the developing countries, toward vboa the Moscow University 
exerts a strong power of attraction. It is true that these young people 
receive specialised training In the greatest variety of non-Coossuniet 
institutes of learning. Nevertheless, the prerequisites for a systematic 
saturation of the conscience of these young people with the values of 
the Atlantis Culture are usually Hissing. 

It's Vest Gentan sponsors conceive the proposed international 
institute in the following t eras: 

1. Goal of the International University of Huston Bights 
is th« preparation of the citisenry of all non -Cowunls t 
states of the world for the spiritual struggle with World 
Couetunis*. 
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2. This £0*1 requires a curricula* concentrated In the 
dlcoipllne of philosophical anthropology. At the sane tine, 
practical considerations require specialization in the field 
of administration and economics. 

3. The University should he founded and endowed by an 
international Foundation and thereby considered an inter- 
national Institution. 

if. The sdnlalstratioo of the University should be in 
the bands of a snail directorate designated by the foundation. 

?. The seat of the University should be in one of the 
eualler European states. 

6. The University should be financed through donations. 

7 . The faculty should be composed of noted academicians 
fro* the Doa-Coammlst world- 

8. Initially, students at tbs University should fee 
financed exclusively through stipends of the Foundation. 

Since this planning say coincide with activity of siailar circles 
In your country, I vent to call your attention to it. 

Particularly in view of indications that financial support may be 
available from Ccntan industrial sources, I aa inclined to support the 
proposed outlined above in broad terms. However, I would lend ay support 
only la the event you have do basic objection to such a project.
